Soviet Vessel Sunk by Fascist Pirate Was Second 
U.S. S. R. Ship to Arrive in New York After 
Recognition—Was Built in 1932

The Komsomol carried a crew of 
36, the majority of whom were 
young. They were known as & 
crew of Young Communist League 
members. Twenty-three of them 
such marked ability 
that they had been awarded honors, 
and had the right to wear special 
decorations conferred upon them, 
such as The Order of the Red 
Banner. 

Captain Mentzev of the Komsomol 
was Only 30 years old, bu. was con- 
sidered one of the most capable 
officers of the Black Sea fleet. He 
had been going to sea since his 
early youth, had passed through 
all the branches of the service, and 
had been awarded for merit the 
Order of Lenin, the highest honor 
at the disposal of the Soviet gov- 
ernment.

MADRID. Dec. B The Yankee 
Squadron of list planes swept 
over the Fasc capital at Burgos 
last night escorting bombers that 
blasted hangars and ammunition 
dumps in swift retaliation for the 
Christmas Eve slaughter of women 
and children in Madrid.

Knocking at White House 
Front Door 


„ Christmas night was an appropriate time 
for the Workers Alliance of America to an- 
nounce its coming march on Congress and 
the White House. 

The capitalist newspapers blared out on 
their front pages that yesterday was the 
happiest Yuletide in years. It was a pleasant 


day for many of the American people, who_ 


had a pause in the deadly speed-up and who 
could enjoy a day with their families. For 
millions of Americans, it was something else 
again. For them, it was a day clouded by 
uncertainty and by harassment as to how 
to feed their little children. 

A threat of starvation gloomily hung 
over these homes yesterday—and hangs over 
them today. 

The Roosevelt administration has in- 
creased this haunting fear by its announced 
plan to ask of Congress only $500,000,000 
as a deficiency appropriation for the unem- 
ployed. 

The Workers Alliance rightly declares 
that $1,250,000,000 will be a meager allow- 
ance, and for that minimum the organized 
unemployed will fight. 

The administration has brought forward 
a program of extensive layoffs on the WPA. 


The Workers Alliance correctly states 
that these layoffs must be stopped — that 
WPA workers cannot be thrown back on the 
scraphead of destitution. 


On Saturday, Jan. 9, the united organ- 
ization of the unemployed will conduct 
demonstrations in the various cities and 
communities of the nation, Mass meet- 
ings, parades and the sending of thou- 
sands of telegrams to Congressmen will 
mark this day. 

Six days later—Jan. 15—the national 
mass demonstration will take place in 
Washington. Trade unions, civic bodies, 
farm groups and city and county officials 
have agreed to swell this demonstration— 
to the end that no one in America will be 
allowed to starve. 

There is no move more deserving of the 
full support of all the American masses than 
this demonstration of the organized unem- 
Ployed. It is not only they who are hit by 
the Roosevelt double-cross on the relief 
question. This drive on adequate relief and 
to demobilize the WPA will throw millions 
of unemployed on the labor market. It will 
tend to break down labor standards and to 
hamper the militant rise of the union move- 
ment.

Stay-· Ins and the 
General Auto Drive 


„Wheels will begin to move again on Mon- 
day in two big Detroit plants: the Mellon- 
controlled Aluminum Die Casting Corpora- 
tion and the Kelsey-Hayes Wheel Company. 

The stay-in strikers held out longer than 
the companies in these automotive parts 
plants. They won substantial gains. The 
United Automobile Workers of America has 
two additional advances to its credit. 

We congratulate the stay-in strikers. In 
the aluminum die casting plant, they stayed 
in for 13 days. They resisted all efforts to 
break down their morale. Their fellow- 
workers on the outside gave them support 
and encouragement. In Kelsey-Hayes, the 
story was the same. The company there was 
taught that it must respect agreements 
made, and which it had attempted to break. 

These moves forward are an encourag- 
ing accompaniment of the general organi- 
zation movement in the automobile indus- 
try. On the heels of the stay-in gains, the 
United Automobile Workers dispatched a 
demand for a conference to the General 
Motors Corporation. The union calls for a 
general agreement to cover all workers in 
the giant motor corporation. The union 
sees that the individual plant agreements, 
proposed by the big Open Shop corpora- 
tion, are merely devices to defeat all 
unionism. | 

“Industry-wide agreements,” such as 
those prevailing in the coal fields, are the 
only arrangements that can protect the 
workers, as Chairman John L. Lewis, of 
the Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion, has declared. 

General Motors, Ford’s, Chrysler, Stude- 
baker— the entire industry — will have to 
come under such an agreement. The Motor 
overjords may wince, but they will have to 
take it. The automobile workers plan to see 
to that.

Knowing the condition, I feel that we should not 
only continue to put up fights to prevent the layoffs 
on the WPA but to put people back to work from 
Home Relief, where they are actually starving to death.

They want victories—true—but they want the game to belong 
to the students rather than to the gamblers and the alumni, 
So the president of the University, Louis D. Coffman, comes through 
with the first real move to re-amateurize college football.

An 8-Point Program 

3 R. COFFMAN proposed an eight-point program of 

D reform in his biennial report to the regents of the 
University. 

Among other things Dr. Coffman advocates support 
of athletics by endownment funds, an idea which will 
eliminate colleges going overboard on expensive stadia, 
4 which in turn causes them to buy expensive ball players. 
cheaply in order to keep the stadia going. 

? He urges free admission for students to all football games. 
This is a fine suggestion. There is no reason why a needy student 
who wants to see his team in action, should be forced to pay 
from three to five bucks for the privilege. These high prices are 
the cause of the much bemoaned loss in what the coaches would 

like you to know as “school spirit.” 

Dr. Coffman would declare war on the professional gamblers who 
fatten on football games. He doesn't say how he's to go about it, 
and I can't suggest anything, but if there is something than can be 
done, by all means, let it be done. 

He would cut professionalism out of college athletics and by 
doing 80 would accomplish another point, that of reducing athletic 
expenses generally.
